Calvin 
Coolidge. has had great administrative 
experience, yet a shifting from one 
president to another must break many 
connections and change many plans. 
The first people to feel tho- results 
of this change are tho retailers. Re- 
tail sales fell off immediately follow- 
Ing President Harding's death and 
have not as yet resumed. 
Hence. 


•wholesale- buying is on only a moder- 
ate scale. Buyers arc not inclined to 
purchase beyond 
their 
immediate 
. needs. The people are also awaiting 
' tho size of crops and the prices of 
'agricultural products. 
SOOTH BEST OFF 


"The best immediate business op- 


portunities,, are believed to be in the 
south. 
Although current cotton re- 


ports are somewhat disappointing, yet 
the good prices 
promsied 
should 


make the south prosperous during the 
next twelve months. Given the- right 
kind of weather for the balance of 
the season and current prices, the 
south -will add greatly to Its wealth 
and purchasing power. 
The north- 


•west, however, is handicapped by the 
European farmers who are raising 
more grain every year, which natural- 
ly reduces our exports of cereals. 
Wheat prices have shown no mater- 
ial change recently: but corn prices 
are softening, although this softening 
Js only natural as the new corn crop 
anproacb.es maturity. 
""Iron, 
steel, 
petroleum, 
copper, 


•wool, and certain other basic commod- 
ities are declining In price, but this 
Is not an unhealthy sign. The great 
difference In the level of farm pro- 
ducts and manufactured goods must 
be eliminated sooner or later. The 
price of agricultural products must 
come up and that of manufactured 
,goods must come down. Therefore, the 
present movement 
is 
healtffy 
and 


good for all of us In the long run. 
This readjustment -will be accomplish- 
ed by a reduction In the prices of raw 
materials, an Increase In tho efflclen

elivering, not much new business Is 
eveloping. The building outlook aa 
. whole undoubtedly is not so encour- 
ging as it earlier appeared to be, but 
here should nevertheless be enough 
o keep the lumber market, firm. Re- 
allers meanwhile are taking no rists, 
but will continue to buy hand to 
mouth just as long as possible. Many 
istrlbuters now do not exepct any 
xtenslve stock replenishments before 
iext spring. 
So far as the country trade Is con- 
erned, there Is still mufti uncertain- 
y. Increasing Inquiry and some fair- 
ized orders from the agricultural sec- 
ions early this month led distributers 
o believe that farmers were prepar- 
ng to do a good deal of building and 
epalr work this fall, despite the fact 
hat they are generally dissatisfied 
with prices for their own products. 
Less interest In the market is now 
;isplayed by „ operators of country 
vards, and the outlook is as clouded 
as heretofore. 
However, should 


good farm trade develop, the yards 
will have to buy extensively on ac- 
count of the low level to which they 
lave^allowed their stocks to run, and 
this buying should contribute con- 
Iderable strength to the market.

.inued to strengthen, and most nor 
them and southern' hardwoods show 
in upward trend in price, oak and 
red gum being the only woods which 
are still really weak.

"Coolidge." ho began, "was Jgradu- 


ated In June. 1895, from Amherst. One 
day in September ho camo Into our 
offices with a college friend of his, 
a boy from Northampton and said he 
wanted to study law^wlth us. Ho was 
ellm, tow headed a~nd Just as solemn 
as he Is to-day. I think his friend did 
most of the talking. I wasn't especially 
impressed with his manner nor his 
personality, but ho was an Amherst, 
man, I am an Amherst man. and I 
felt that we might as well give" him a 
chance. 
Wo gave' him a desk in a 


"corner of the room and told .him to 
make himself comfortable. Ho did. 


"As It happened he fell into politl- 


—- cal life from tho very start. 
That 


year Mr. Hammond was running for 
the Job of assistant district attorney to 
which ho was elected and I was on 
the ticket as mayor of Northampton. 
I was elected. The first political Job 
Coolidge had was to look out for my 
ballots and see that everything was 
O.K. 


NOT A STRIKING YOUTH 


"Coolidge was not the kind of stu- 


dent that Inspired you with visiona of 
a great future. "Wo had a raft of them 
coming and going all the time. 
I 


should never have picked on Coolidg* 
as one who showed the elements of 
unusual success. As a matter of fact, 
I didn't notice him much for a long 
time. The first thing I can remem- 
ber In connection with him was read- 
ing about his getting a gold rnedal for 
an essay he had yritten. Did you ev- 
er hear tho story of Coolidge and. tho 
gold medal? I'll tell it to you. One 
day I picked up the Springfield Re- 
publican and read something that ran 
like this as far as I can remember. _ , 
" 'John Calvin Coolidge'—that was 


his real name, you*know.—Mohrf Cal- 
vin Coolidge. student in tho law office 
•of Hammond and Fifld. has been 
awarded the $150 pold medal offered 
by the American Historical Society to 
seniors of all colleges for the best es- 
say written on the principles of the 
American Revolution." I read It over 
again to see that the name was what 
I thought It to be. Then I looked 
around to where Coolidgs sat In his 
corner, making no noise and presum- 
ably studying. I went over to him 
with the paper in my hand.

"Coolidge got admitted to the bar 


and loft our office, opening one of his 
own. He lived In the second ward of, 
Northampton and soon became 
a 


councilman -representing it. 
There 


was nothing unusual about that. All 
young lawyers in Northampton 
be- 


came councilmen. Then^followed the 
usual steps of rise In political life that 
follows upon the Job of councilman. 
He became city solicitor, city treasur- 
er, city mayor, members of the lower 
hou&e of the legislature, member of 
the 
Senate. 
There -wasn't 
a 


spectacular thing about his getting 
any of these Jobs. Coolidge -was plod- 
ding along the way of all men who 
take an active part of the political life 
of a rather small community. It was 
while he was In the Senate, however, 
that people began to look up and/take 
notice about young Coolidge. 


Levl Greenwood had been 
presi- 


dent of the Senate for many years. 
People expected he would be president 
for many more years. Coolldge was 
Senator from this district. Then, for 
reasons that find their source in the

Greenwood got licked. The news came 
as a surprise to all of us. 
Co^lidge 


without saying anything to anybody 
quietly went up to Boston and stayed 
a couple of days. When he came back 
to Northampton he had the Job of 
president of the Senate cewcd up for 
himself. Ho had got the pledges for 
votes of the majority of members. 
How he did it. I don't know. My pri- 
vate opinion hns always been thru he 
had inspired the older members of the 
Senate with his thoroughness and 
.quietness. He was conservative, he 
was honest, he was able. Although 
a youni* man he didn't go In for wildly 
radical ideas nor mental fireworks. He 
was steady, a Qnality that appealed to 
the conservative, majority members of 
the Senate. 
"After that happened, people began 


talking about '-Goolldge luck.' 'Coo 
lidge luck' Is tommy-rot. It was Coo- 
lldge wladom and brains. I was chair 
man of tho Executlx-c Committee for 
ten years. I got to know him well. 
Because he was so silent he got tho 
reputation of being no politician. Any 
body*--who says that doesn't know 
what he's talking about.

"After he -was president of the Sen- 
nit he became Lieutenant Governor of 
the state. That, too. was 'Coolidge 
luck.' people said. It was anumjal.

rule. In 
| Northampton. Jt was tho speaker of 
the House who would be In line for 
the Job of Lieutenant Governor. Coo* 
Hdgo apaet tha: proedure. The fact 
thnt he became governor after ho was 
Lieutenant Governor was not wnurual. 
That Is custom, to a great degree. 
WHO "DISCOVERED" COOUDGE 
"While he was 5n Jhe Senate he be- 


icame acquainted with Frank Steams 
of Brecon. To Mr. Steam'* credit, be 
it said, he -was the first man -who 
covered in Coolldge tho material for 
presidential possibilities. 
He be

;d}9. Therein may Jay one reason for 
Coolidgo's upsetting political Job pre- 
cedent.

Before the thing was half over, 
however, he was seen 
to slip out. 


Some people thought that it was 
snobbish of him. Northampton, they 
thought, had grown too small for him. 
They sang another tune when he was 
discovered an hour later sitting in the 
shop of an old shoemaker of whom 
he had made a great friend. He had 
been there all the time since he had 
left the grounds of the fair. He was 
tired of appearing as vice-president: 
ho wanted to talk to somebody who

ho lived on the same street with me:

but there never was between as or be- 
Vtroon Coolidge and other men tha!

such a relationship to bring out." 


SECBBTARFS MEMORIES 
In tho same building lhat Judge

ant Governor she was his recrctary.

"\lr. Coolldge." she said, "was 


very quiet and matter of fact In his 
business relationships bur ho would 
open «D when his children came Into 
Uio j&ffleo.

It was In the Masonic Building 
and eoa*Ut«d of two rooms. Ono was 


a little back office with no windows 
and no ventilation.

"On the floor over the office was 


Both 
of Mr. Coolldgo'3 boys attended It 
They would stop on their way In and 
on Jheir way out.

One could 'easily 
have taken his letters In long hand. 
Some of tho letters he wrote were 
naturally-connected with bills for serv- 
ices 
They were always very klnc 


and considerate. 
He would never 


push people to the wall for payment, 
He would simply remind them oi 
their indebtedness. 


"Ill* ^letters were remarkable for 


their sameness. There was never any- 
thing original about them. He woulc 
state his case without frills, without 
flourishes, without attempt at wit or 
]jumor. He would be simple, short 
and concise. There was no mistaking 
what he meant. 


AN EASY MAN TO SEE 


"His approach to people possessed 


these same qualities. He never re- 
fused to see people, but he Avas never 
effusive with any one. I have never 
seen him slap a man on tho back or 
pet down from hla plane of business 
to the ono of Just human comradeship. 
Tho o/!ice never became a club of any 
sort as so many offices do. He was a 
lone person. Ho would sit for hours 
looking ahead of him, smoking Innum- 
erable cigars and then quietly call me 
In to dictate a short simple letter. He 
smoked Incessantly, sometimes light- 
ing one cigar right after another. 


"When young Calvin was a little 


child Mr. Coolldgo most opened up to 
h'm. Tho little fellow would come in 
and climb - up on his father's knee. 
Mr. Coolidge would put his arms close 
around him and hold him tight. He 
was always so eager to see him. 'Lit 
tlo Bun' he called him. I don't know 
whether the name has stuck but H 
was always 'Little Bun' then. I used 
f> wish the child would come more 
often. His father seemed so hungr> 
for him. The greatest change would 
come over him at tho entrance of the 
»>oy. He wasn't tho same person. He 
was somebody eager for affection and 
easer to pour it out. There was some- 
thing almost pathetic in the bond be- 
tween this silent man and the little 
lellow who could make him speak. 


"Ho never grew excited about any- 


thing. I remember election night 
when he was running for Lieutenant 
Governor. It wasn't what the world

sat in his office untir eleven o'clock 
waiting for the returns. 
Everybody 


was eager, anxious. cxc»cd. Not Mr. 
Coolidge. He was the calmest person 
in tho room.
